WINTERING CELERY, 


An impj-jvei! 1'lan UekCi-lbi-U by :i fiti.ucir 


Who Fruvcd Its biiuroiiv. 


Jlr. Peter Heneleison once guve the 


following advice about wintering celery: 
"Lift, tho celery from \vhere it has been 
growing,, when not too wet and when 
not frozen, with whitever earth con- 
veniently adhere", blow a'.vay in an up- 
right position compae-tly, bin, without 
bruising or sqiiee/i>-<-, too tightly, iu a 
tri-iieb just as deep as the celery ia high 
and not more t.han 10 inches wide, 
Cov- 


er with clean litter of any kind, verj 
lightly at first, gradually incrcasi:,;; un- 
til a foot; or so (but clo not let Ihe celery 
freeze after being gal hered) of litter i- 
placfd ou the celery for the coldest 
we-athcr." Any diy or bart leaves must 
of course be removed befoie putting tin 
celery into winter quarters. The ground 
must be as dry a.spos-ible— abreakwatei 
may bo necessary. A correspondent n;
